In the Thii I Liberty lg>an 
cam paign it is planned to also reach 
every farm er in the country because 
there is no more loyal class of citi­ 
zens in the United States. 
The date o f issue has not yet been 
fixed but it will probably be in April. 
The amount will be larger than either 
of the first two loans, probably five 
billion dollars. 
The lute of interest 
they will carry has not been decided 
upon, it w’ill not l>e less than four 
lier cent nor more than five per cent, 
prol»ably four and one-half per cent.

Traveling alm ost tw o weeks behind 
their scheduled time 
a fleet of forty- 
six big 
Garford motor trucks 
came 
through Gettysburg on Sunday after­ 
noon, bound from 
Pontiac, .Michigan, 
to 
Philadelphia. 
With 
them 
they 
brought a story of unusual hardships 
and m any exceptional experiences. 


When they set out from Pontiac it 
was with the expectation that Phila­ 
delphia would be reached in ten days. 
They soon encountered snows, drifts, 
and zero weather. 
Time after time 
they were hung up and at one section 
of the road it took them five days to 
make eight miles. 


They 
were 
frequently 
stuck 
in 
drifts several feet deep and one of the 
drivers told of all the chauffeurs eat­ 
ing 
breakfast one 
morning at 
five 
o’clock and then not having a bite to 
eat until the 
next morning at 
one 
o'clock. 
They were running with all possible 
vpeed to make up time after the Lin­ 
coln ll ghway was caught in Pennsyl­ 
vania and coming down one of the big 
m ountains 
near McConnellsburg 
at 
night several 
of the machines had 
narrow 
escapes. 
They 
carry 
only 
lim it! Oil lights and would get right 
onto a sharp curve before they would 
see 
it. 
One 
of 
the 
cars 
plunged 
through a fence at one of these turns 
but escaped damage. 


The fleet left McConnellsburg early 
Sunday morning and arrived here i»e- 
tween one and two o'clock in the a f ­ 
ternoon. 
The men did not stop lur 
lunch but went right ahead, expecting 
to reach 
a point from which 
they 
could make Philadelphia to-day. 


Tw enty four of the trucks were run­ 
ning and twenty ta o others were car­ 
ried on them. 
They were for delivery 
to a Philadelphia agency of the Gar­ 
ford concern and some of them are to 
be sent on from there to other cities. 
The twenty eight men 
in charge of 
the cars will return by train to Pon- 
taic and start out with another fleet 
for Jacksonville, Florida. 
The

that 
there 
was 
little 
chance for relief in driving made it 
specially hard as the cars carried an 
average of only a little more than one 


man each. 
This morning ten Dodge cars p ass­ 
ed through on their way to Philadel­ 
phia, and several trucks bound from 
Lima to New York also followed the 
Lincoln Highway through Gettysburg.

Great care and pre- 
eision are necessary iii turning out 
these navigating instrument*, 
which 
are the most accurate portable time­ 
keepers known to science. 
Hundreds of chronometer* have gone 
to 
tile 
bottom 
of 
tie* ocean 
since 
the war begun. 
This aion** would 
cause a shortage in the ordinary sup­ 
ply, While tile equipping of the new 
American merchant marine is creating 
un unprecedented demand lur new in* 
Mtruiuents. 
At present there are virtually no 
chronometers to la* had in the open 
market. 
Before the war England sup­ 
plied the world with most of its fine 
chronometers. 
In ordinary times a good chronome­ 
ter costs ubout $900. The present price 
is $500 or better, according to the trade 
made. 
The supply in this country 
passes through the hands of u few’ ex­ 
perts, who are doing their utmost to 
meet the demand. 
From six months to a year and a 
half are necessary to make and adjust 
a chronometer. 
Tile mechanism Is of 
the finest metals, and specially adapt­ 
ed to resistance to extremes of tem­ 
perature. 
Errors Are Noted. 
No clock or watch has ever yet kept 
perfect time, ho there is 
alway* 
a 
slight gain or loss to a chronometer. I 
For this reason the chronometer’s rate 
of daily gain or loss Is determined by 
observation ashore, and a card show­ 
ing the rate is made out, and deliv­ 
ered with the instrument 
This rate 
of error is allowed in all notations of 
time made from the instrument for 
working up observations made ut sea. 
The chronometer, completes, 
with 
the compass and sextant, tile trio of 
indispensable instruments required in 
modern navigation. 
By its aid, longi­ 
tude, or the east or west position of a 
ship, is determined. 
Longitude baffled all navigators un­ 
til the chronometer came into use in 
1735. 
The ancient* and later naviga­ 
tors, Including all the great discover­ 
ers, could find their latitude by ob­
